Ject to preemption, the question 
arises at what price they may be 
purchased. The proviso in the 
above Act declares that the price 
to be paid shall, in all cases, be 
two dollars and fifty cents per 
acre, or such other minimum price 
as is now fixed by lands hereafter 
granted. The price of reserved 
sections is to be two dollars and 
fifty cents per acre, unless chang- 
ed hy a price fixed, ur to be fixed 
by law, on granted sections. i 
this case, Congress has not fixed 
any price on granted sections un- 
til three years- after the compte- 
tion Of the entire road, it éonse- 
quently follows, that the price 
named, two dollars and fifty cents 
per acre, must now be paid fér 
reserved sections under exis ing 
islation.
